Little  500  Involves  many  dif¬ 
ferent  committees  In  order  to 
make  this  event  happen. 

Committees  such  as  the 
parade,  the  awards  banquet  and 
advertising  committees  have 
worked  hard  and  long  to  make 
this  weekend  a  huge  success. 

The  Little  500  Is  one  of.  If 
not  the  biggest,  event  of  the  year. 
It  takes  long  hours  of  dedication 


and  hard  work  to  make  it  such  a 
success,"  commented  Garza. 

Many  things  that  were  ac¬ 
complished  by  Garza  during  the 
course  of  the  year  for  Little  500 
weekend  are:  making  sure  the 
equipment  for  the  race  and  driv¬ 
ers  are  available;  checking  up 
on  many  details  about  the  week¬ 
end;  and  “stressing  a  lot." 

Garza  has  spent  many  long 
hours  of  planning  and  organiz¬ 
ing  to  make  sure  this  weekend 
runs  smoothly. 

Since  this  Is  the  30th  anni¬ 
versary  of  Little  500  there  will  be 
a  parade  commemorating  the 
anniversary. 

The  parade  will  take  place 
on  Thursday  at  5  pm,  and  will 
begin  at  the  Saint  Augustine 
Church  parking  lot. 

Along  with  the  parade,  games 


and  food  booths  will  be  provided 
for  everyone  during  the  week¬ 
end. 

Such  booths  Include  The  Rec¬ 
ord  Biz,  where  amateurs  can 
make  their  own  records,  and  The 
Spider  Web,  "where  velcro-clad 
students  will  be  able  to  hurl 
themselves  Into  a  velcro  wall 
Intent  on  sticking  to  1L" 

Time  trials  for  the  race  will 
run  from  4-6  pm  on  Friday,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  Justin  Hall  cookout 
from  6-10:30  pm. 

There  will  also  be  a  sound 
system  used  by  WPUM  to  broad¬ 
cast  the  race  live. 

One  thing  that  Garza  stresses 
Is  that  "Little  500"  Is  an  SJC 
community  event." 

New  additions  from  the  com¬ 
munity,  such  as  the  head  flag¬ 
man  and  lap  counters,  ensure 


the  community’s  Involvement  In 
this  year's  race. 

Garza  encourages  everyone 
to  be  part  of  Little  500  by  coming 
out  and  enjoying  the  events 
planned  along  with  the  race  It¬ 
self. 

The  race  takes  place  on  Sat¬ 
urday  at  1:00  pm. 

The  day’s  events  will  end  with 
an  awards  banquet  In  the  Ball¬ 
room  at  6:30  pm,  followed  by  the 
annual  Little  500  dance  at  9 
p.m. 

Hard  work  and  dedication 
has  been  enormous  from  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  that  have 
worked  all  year  to  prepare  this 
worthwhile  event

SJC  professor 
honored  for  book 
on  economy

Dr.  David  Osterfeld  has  re¬ 
cently  felt  the  effects  of  recogni¬ 
tion  across  the  country.  With 
his  newest  book.  Pros  perl  tv  Ver¬ 
sus  Planning:  How  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Stifles  Economic  Growth. 
Osterfeld  gained  recognition  In 
Washington  D.C. 

In  November,  Dr.  Osterfeld 
went  to  Washington  D.C.  to  make 
an  appearance  on  the  G.  Gordon 
Llddy  radio  show  on  WJFK  radio 
station. 

"He  was  a  very  witty  Individ¬ 
ual,"  says  Osterfeld  of  the  host 
G.  Gordon  Llddy.  “He  appar¬ 
ently  really  enjoyed  the  book, 
because  he  used  adjectives  like 
“excellent"  to  describe  It  and  said 
It  was  “a  book  for  Intelligent 
readers." 

In  the  last  half-hour  of  the 
show,  listeners  called  and  the 


response  to  the  book  seemed  to 
be  favorable. 

Osterfeld  also  had  other 
speaking  engagements  while  In 
Washington  D.C.  He  appeared 
at  the  Cato  Institute  and  while 
he  was  there,  he  gave  a  speech 
from  a  chapter  In  his  book,  "Why 
the  World  is  Becoming  Less 
Populated."  Osterfeld  also  had 
the  opportunity  to  appear  at  an 
autograph-signing  luncheon  In 
Fairfax,  Virginia  which  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Institute  for  Hu¬ 
mane  Studies. 

The  book  deals  with  the 
premise  that  food,  resources  and 
living  space  are  plentiful 
throughout  the  world.  He  men¬ 
tions  that  the  cause  of  constant 
famine  In  Third  World  nations  Is 
government  mismanagement 
and  corruption,  not  a  lack  of 
food.

Osterfeld  has  had  many  fa¬ 
vorable  reviews  toward  his  book. 
The  Oxford  Press  has  stated  that 
It  Is  “Authoritative...  timely...  pa¬ 
thbreaking"  and  Lalssez  Falre 
Books  states  that  It  Is  a  "breath¬ 


taking  new  book.  Perhaps  this 
book  will  Inspire  you  to  help 
carry  the  torch  of  liberty  on  the 
next  lap." 

Dr.  Osterfeld  has  also  been 
giving  lectures  locally  on  his  view¬ 


points.  In  February,  Osterfeld 
spoke  to  the  Rensselaer  Ro tart¬ 
ans  on  the  subject  that  the 
world's  resources  are  not  run¬ 
ning  out.

The  roar  of  engines  will  once 
again  pierce  the  spring  solitude 
of  Rensselaer  during  this  Sat¬ 
urday's  race,  but  engines  were¬ 
n't  always  such  an  Important 
part  of  Saint  Joseph's  College's 
Little  500. 

Until  the  early  70's,  the 
Spring  Classic  Involved  man¬ 
power,  not  horsepower.  Back 
In  the  early  days  of  Little  500, 
teams  pushed  their  drivers 
around  the  Science  Building  to 
compete  for  the  prizes  of  jack¬ 
ets  and  glory. 

Eld  Feicht.  alumnus  and 
owner  of  Southslde  Package  Liq¬ 
uor,  clearly  remembers  the  1968 
Little  500. 

As  a  resident  of  Xavier  Hall 
(now  McHale),  he  was  only  one 
of  fifteen  team  members  who

Two  Saint  Joseph's  College 
philosophy  students  were 
among  the  winners  of  a  day¬ 
long  conference  held  April  3  at 
Purdue  University  North  Cen¬ 
tral  In  Westvllle,  Indiana. 

Junior  Jason  Ostrowskl  and 
freshmen  Matt  Osbom  took  part 
In  the  student-sponsored 
Thoughts  for  Tomorrow”  con¬ 
ference. 

The  conference  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  students  at  North 
Central  who  used  It  as  part  of 
their  work  for  a  class  In  confer¬ 
ence  leadership. 

Colleges  from  across  North 
Central  Indiana  were  invited. 
Including  the  University  ofNotre 
Dame,  Indiana  University,  In¬ 
diana  University  Northwest, 
Purdue  University  North  Cen¬ 
tral,  Goshen  College,  and  Saint 
Joseph’s  College. 

The  conference  provided 
students  an  opportunity  to 
share  their  views  and  exchange 
Ideas  on  what  the  future  holds. 

Presentations  were  made  by 
groups  from  each  college  and 
three  papers  received  awards 
Including  the  presentation  by 
Ostrowskl  and  Osbom,  In  which 
they  compared  the  existential¬ 
ist  philosophy  of  Jean  Paul 
Sartre,  a  twentieth  century 
French  philosopher,  and  Jack 
Kerouac,  the  popular  American 
writer  and  poet  of  the  1950's 
and  ‘60’s. 


pushed  their  cart  to  victory  that 
year.  Xavier,  who  had  two  carts 
entered  Into  the  race,  was  fa¬ 
vored  to  win.  “We  won  every¬ 
thing.”  said  Feicht. 

Feicht's  team  had  a  revolu¬ 
tionary  design  to  their  cart.  While 
other  teams  had  carts  consist¬ 
ing  of  wood  and  four  wheels.  The 
Xavier  entry  was  a  tricycle  with 
sulky  wheels.  Sulky  wheels  were 
used  on  hamass  racing  buggies 
and  were  more  durable  than 
other  types  of  wheels  available. 

Due  to  Its  superior  design, 
the  cart  was  subject  to  sabotage 
attempts  by  other  teams.  Feicht 
recalls  one  student  who  threw  a 
file  at  a  wheel  in  an  attempt  to 
destroy  the  spokes. 

Despite  such  attempts, 
Feicht  recalls,  “We  didn't  have 
any  InJ  uries . . .  no  t  even  a  fla  t  tire .' " 


Their  paper  was  entitled  ”A 
Translation  of  Authenticity:  A 
Critical  Examination  of  the  Phi¬ 
losophies  of  Jean  Paul  Sartre 
and  Jack  Kerouac." 

At  the  conference  students 
were  given  time  to  make  their 
presentations  and  then  were 
questioned  by  the  audience  of 


The  following  year,  a  rule  was 
made  which  prohibited  tri¬ 
cycles  from  competition  be¬ 
cause  they  were  viewed  as  an 
unfair  advantage. 

Feicht  remembers  the  race 
of  yesterday  and  compares  It 
to  the  race  of  today.  According 
to  him,  the  old  race  was  a  uni¬ 
fying  event. 

"It  brought  dorms  closer 
together  and  helped  with  ln- 
ter-dorm  spirit,"  he  said. 
Feicht  believes  that  the  teams 
of  today,  which  consist  of  fewer 
people,  don't  always  generate 
the  spirit  like  they  used  to. 

Teams  would  often  train 
for  the  race  by  running. 
Feicht's  team  trained  from  mid- 
February  until  the  day  before 
the  race  In  late  April.  On  the 
morning  of  the  1968  race,  the 


other  students  and  university 
professors. 

“I  was  really  proud  of  the 
work  done  by  the  two  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College  students,”  says 
Dr.  H.  Don  Krellkamp,  Profes¬ 
sor  of  Philosophy  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College  who  attended 
the  conference.  They  did  an 


Xavier  team  dined  on  steaks  at 
Henry  Winter's  house  to  prepare 
for  the  grueling  physical  chal¬ 
lenges  of  the  four  hour  event. 

The  night  before  the  race,  a 
strategy  session  was  held  In  the 
Xavier  Hall  typing  room.  Besides 
discussing  the  location  of  trouble 
spots  on  the  track,  the  team  dis¬ 
cussed  their  plan  of  attack;  ac¬ 
cording  to  Feicht,  the  strategy 
was  to  keep  the  rest  of  the  field 
behind  the  Xavier  entry. 

"Our  strategy  was,  as  long  as 
no  one  passes  us,  we’ll  win.  No 
one  did,”  said  Feicht. 

Feicht's  recollections  of  the 
1968  race  bring  to  mind  a  time 
when  the  muscles  and  the  spirits 
of  the  competitors  were  chal¬ 
lenged  more  than  today.  “It  was 
back  when  men  were  men,"  he 
added. 


excellent  Job  In  their  presenta¬ 
tion  In  tying  together  the  philoso¬ 
phies  of  Sartre  and  Kerouac  con¬ 
cerning  personal  freedoms." 

In  all,  a  total  of  three  papers 
received  cash  awards  as  well  as 
certificates  of  recognition  from 
the  chancellor  of  Purdue  Univer¬ 
sity  North  Central.

Klemme  wins  $10,000 
NCAA  scholarship

Once  again  Little  500  week¬ 
end  Is  upon  us!  This  one  week¬ 
end  a  year  Is  totally  focused  upon 
a  single  race  which  Is  to  be  held 
this  Saturday  afternoon,  April 
17.  However,  there  Is  much 
more  to  this  extraordinary  event 
than  many  students  and  observ¬ 
ers  may  realize.  There  are  rules 
and  regulations  which  teams  are 
expected  to  understand  and 
accommodate  by  along  with 
certain  limitations  on  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  kart.  This  cre¬ 
ates  a  race  both  fair  and  exciting 
for  the  drivers  and  the  specta¬ 
tors. 

There  are  basically  1 1  rules 
dealing  with  the  construction  of 
the  kart.  Each  rule,  however, 
must  be  read  closely  and  care¬ 
fully. 

The  first  rule  Includes  the 
rules  for  the  numbers  on  the 
karts  so  that  they  can  be  Identi¬ 
fied.  Each  driver  Is  required  to 
have  four  numbers  located  on 
his  or  her  kart.  The  number 
must  be  placed  In  the  front,  rear 
and  on  both  sides  of  the  kart. 
The  number  must  be  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  3  Inches  In  height  so 
that  It  can  be  easily  read  and 
securely  fastened. 

The  second  rule  gives  the 
minimum  weight  of  the  car, 
including  driver  and  clothing, 
as  3 1 5  pounds.  All  weights  must 


be  bolted  or  attached  to  the 
vehicle.  It  also  contains  the 
regulations  of  the  wheelbase  and 
wheel  sizes. 

This  explains  that  the  wheel¬ 
base  must  be  a  minimum  of  40" 
and  a  maximum  of  50"  when 
measured  from  the  axle  centers 
on  the  racing  kart.  The  mini¬ 
mum  tread  width  is  28"  to  the 
maximum  width  of  50".  The 
height  can  be  no  more  than  26". 
The  wheels  must  also  be  free  of 
any  defects  or  dangers  that  may 
cause  a  hazard  or  problem  dur¬ 
ing  the  race. 

Rules  3  through  10  contain 
regulations  on  brakes,  the  rear 
axle  assembly,  the  throttle,  chain 
and  belt  guards  and  the  drive 
systems.  For  Instance  the  brakes 
are  to  be  linked  In  a  way  that 
allows  both  rear  wheels  to  stop 
together.  Rule  4  makes  such 
axle  assembly  Including  a  slip 
rear  axle  assembly.  Independ¬ 
ent  rear  wheel  drive  system  or  a 
one  way  bearing  assemblies 
ILLEGAL.  All  karts  are  to  have  a 
throttle  containing  a  self  return 
spring  which  will  close  the 
throttle  when  released. 

All  drivers  are  to  have  a 
drive  system  guard  that  Is  serv¬ 
iceable  to  keep  the  driver  safe 
from  possible  Injury.  The  driv¬ 
ers  compartment  Is  to  be  an 
open  cockpit  and  should  con¬ 
tain  a  bucket  type  seat  that  has 


not  been  altered  In  any  way  haz¬ 
ardous  to  the  controller.  Also, 
all  parts  of  the  driver's  body  are 
to  be  limited  to  the  confines  of 
the  width  and  length  of  the  kart. 

Finally,  Rule  number  11 — 
the  body  work.  This  rule  is 
designed  for  the  body  of  the  car. 
Only  plastics,  fiberglass,  or  alu¬ 
minum  may  be  used  In  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  karts.  The  sides 
of  the  tires  may  not  be  enclosed. 

What  about  the  engines? 
There  are  3  types  of  engines  the 
drivers  can  choose  from:  Chevy, 
Dodge  and  a  couple  of  Ford 
engines  capable  of  speeds  of  up 
to  200  to  235  miles  per  hour. 
Just  Joking. 

Seriously,  there  Is  only  one 
type  of  engine  that  can  be  used. 
These  engines  are  then  pur¬ 
chased  through  the  school  and 
are  tested  before  the  race.  There 
are  no  modifications  or  disas¬ 
sembly  allowed. 

All  engines  must  remain  In 
the  work  area  that  is  designated 
for  “Little  500“  use  or  in  the  pit 
area  when  they  are  not  In  die 
race.  Any  failure  to  comply  with 
these  rules  can  and  will  result  In 
a  disqualification  from  the  race. 

All  of  these  rules  might  sound 
unreasonable  or  even  picky,  but 
most  drivers  support  them.  “The 
rules  are  keeping  us  from  killing 
ourselves.  They're  for  our  safety," 
said  Jason  Stankewicz.

Saint  Joseph's  College  offi¬

Each  year  six  finalists,  three 
male  and  three  female,  are  se¬ 
lected  from  a  national  field  of 
candidate  applicants  open  to 
student-athletes  at  each  of  more 
than  3,000  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  In  the  United  States. 

This  year’s  finalists  were 
flown  to  Saint  Louis,  Missouri, 
for  a  series  of  Interview's  with  the 
Byers  Scholarship  Committee. 

Klemme  won  out  this  year 
over  competitors  from  Penn  State 
and  Virginia  Polytechnic  Insti¬ 
tute.  She  becomes  the  first 
Division  II  student-athlete  to  win 
the  award  In  Its  five  year  history. 
Rob  Pellnka  of  the  University  of 
Michigan  was  named  the  male 
recipient  this  year,  edging  com¬ 


petitors  from  Bucknell  and 
Massachusetts  Institute  ofTech- 
nology. 

Award  recipients  are  required 
to  have  at  least  a  3.5  grade-point 
average  (on  a  4.0  scale),  show 
evidence  of  superior  character 
and  leadership,  and  demonstrate 
that  participation  In  athletics  has 
been  a  positive  Influence  on 
personal  and  Intellectual  devel¬ 
opment,  among  other  qualifica¬ 
tions. 

At  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
Klemme  has  been  a  three  year 
starter  on  the  highly  successful, 
and  nationally  ranked,  women's 
basketball  team,  serving  as  a  tri- 
captaln  this  past  season,  and  Is 
a  three-time  member  of  the  Great 
Lakes  Valley  Conference  all- 
academic  team. 

Each  of  the  past  two  sum¬ 
mers  she  has  served  as  man¬ 
ager/  chaperone  for  the  Indiana 
Girls  All  Star  team  In  its  annual 
series  with  Kentucky. 

Klemme  has  also  been  active 
In  her  own  community  In  Ben¬ 
ton  County,  Indiana,  In  basket¬ 
ball  camps  for  young  boys  and 
girls  and  Is  an  active  participant 
In  her  church  there.

Having  waited  patiently  for 
the  past  three  years,  I  felt  all  us 
true  ‘Depeche  Cadets'  deserved 
a  great  album.  Up  until  now,  the 
last  couple  of  Depeche  Mode 
albums  had  been  compared  (at 
least  In  my  mind)  to  their  best 
album  ever;  "Black  Celebration." 
Although  ‘Music  for  the  Masses" 
and  “Violator"  were  excellent 
albums,  they  did  not  measure 
up  to  their  1986  release. 

But  as  of  Tuesday,  March 
23,  there  Is  a  new  album  by 


which  all  the  preceding  Dep>eche 
albums  will  be  measured.  ‘Songs 
of  Faith  and  Devotion"  Is  It,  the 
album  that  all  true  Depeche  fans 
have  waited  for  since  1986. 

‘Songs..’  takes  over  where 
“Violator"  left  off;  the  dark  side  of 
love.  But  “Songs..'  adds  a  pleth¬ 
ora  of  religious  overtones  which 
makes  It  all  that  much  darker. 
We  get  everything  with  this  al¬ 
bum:  the  rock  and  roll  cut  (“I  Feel 
You");  the  Martin  Gore  love  song 
("One  Caress");  and  what  would  a 
DM  album  bewlthout  the  sinister 
S  and  M  love  song  (“In  Your 
Room"). 

The  song  "In  Your  Room" 


sounds  like  a  cross  between 
"Behind  the  Wheel"  and  “Wait¬ 
ing  for  the  Night."  This  makes 
It  the  best  album  on  the  CD.  I 
am  a  big  fan  of  the  Depeche  sin¬ 
ister  love  songs  and  with  lyrics 
like,  “Your  favorite  innocence/ 
your  favorite  prize/  your  favor¬ 
ite  smile/  your  favorite  slave", 
how  could  I  not  like  this  song. 

One  must  dig  deep  to  find 
any  flaws  In  this  album  and  I 
have  found  one;  the  lack  of  a 
danceable  tune.  On  “Violator" 
you  had  “Personal  Jesus"  and 
you  always  had  a  dance  tune 
on  all  their  other  albums.  They 
give  it  a  try  with  "I  Feel  You"  but 


It  Just  sounds  too  bluesy  and 
awkward  to  dance  to.  But  with 
the  Intensity  of  this  album,  the 
dance  tune  Is  not  terribly  missed . 

Not  to  be  forgotten  is  the 
song  “Rush."  I  can  only  describe 
this  song  In  one  way... different. 
Well,  at  least  for  DM.  This  tune 
gives  “In  Your  Room"  a  run  for 
It's  money  as  best  song  on 
“Songs...".  This  tune  mixes  in 
your  face  guitar  (somehow  1  can’t 
see  Martin  Gore  banging  his 
head)  with  the  usual  Depeche 
touches  (synth  and  other  elec¬ 
tronic  noises). 

After  I  listened  to  this  album 
1  then  listened  to  “Speak  &  Spell” 


(DM's  1981  debut  album)  and  I 
could  not  believe  how  far  they've 
come.  Don't  worry,  this  Is  not 
the  “Seattle  wanna  be"  album 
that  I  feared  It  would  be.  But  It 
is  different  and  a  little  stronger 
than  their  p>ast  releases. 

This  is  the  album  that  no 
Dep>eche  Mode  fan  can  be  with¬ 
out  and  It  Is  also  a  good  album 
for  someone  to  start  off  their 
DM  collection  with.  Martin, 
Dave,  Andy  and  Alan  did  one 
heck  of  a  Job  and  this  album 
could  really  break  things  big 
for  them. ...but  then  again 
maybe  that  wouldn't  be  such  a 
good  thing.

They  all  end  up  In 
an  aboriginal  culture  center  run 
by  Hurt's  mother  (played  by

turn")  and  father  (Max  von 
Sydow)  by  the  time  the  nuclear 
satellite  falls.  Believe  it  or  not, 
that  doesn't  even  cut  into  the 
surprises  of  the  movie. 

There  are  very  few  movies 
that  manage  to  surprise  me  with 
their  plots.  This  cyberpunk 
treasure  Is  definitely  one  of  them.

“EMI  Toons."  on  the  other 
hand.  Is  a  dog.  Bruno  forced  me 
to  watch  every  second  of  this 
Inane  woofer,  and  even  with  the 
help  of  several  beers  and  a  gen¬ 
erally  forgiving  nature  I  couldn't 
bring  myself  to  like  It.

Drag  racing  Is  to  Hoosiers  what 
cocoa  leaves  are  to  Peruvians. 

1  titled  my  montage  “Paper 
Moonshine"  for  more  than  one 
reason.  First  of  all,  I  liked  the  pun 
on  the  Neo-Hollywood,  romantic 
notion  of  a  “paper  moon,”  hark¬ 
ening  back  to  a  time  when  stage 
sets  sported  stylized,  artificial 
backdrops  no  one  would  mistake 
for  the  natural  world.  Aside  from 
that.  “Paper  Moonshine”  alludes 
to  the  notion  that  my  montage  Is 
the  visual  equivalent  of  white  light¬ 
ning,  i.e.  moonshine  or  “shine.”  I 
liked  the  multi-layered  meanings 
of  the  title,  however.  It  was  not  the 
one  I  started  with. 

I  did  think  of  calling  it  “White 
Lightning,"  since  it  referred  to  the 
hot  rod  “Greased  Lightning,"  from 
the  musical  Grease  starring  Ol¬ 
ivia  Newton-John.  And  “White 
Lightning"  is  also  vernacular  for 
moonshine,  which  basically  Is 
com  grain  alcohol  akin  to  “Ever¬ 
clear."  “White  Lightning’  must 
have  jostled  something  In  my 
subconscious  mind,  because  soon 


after  playing  with  those  words  I 
came  up  with  “Papier  Moon¬ 
shine.”  and  was  pleased  with 
the  title. 

The  montage  “Papier  Moon¬ 
shine"  Is  In  part  a  meditation  on 
Indiana  and  Its  fascination  with 
automobile  racing.  It  Is  no  acci¬ 
dent  that  the  world's  most  pres¬ 


tigious  car  race  takes  place  In 
the  “heart  of  Indiana,”  Indlan- 
apiolis.  A  legend  put  forth  In  the 
book.  James  Dean:  The  Mutant 
King,  tells  of  a  circus  worker  in¬ 
venting  the  automobile,  as  a  gag 
device.  In  James  Dean's  home¬ 
town  of  Fatrmount,  Indiana, 
many  years  before  Henry  Ford 


learned  how  to  mass  produce 
the  horseless  buggy.  We  may  be 
at  the  center  of  the  automobile 
world,  and  Saint  Joseph  Col¬ 
lege's  Little  500  Is  a  part  of  It. 

The  Images  employed  In 
"Papier  Moonshine"  came  from 
an  April,  1924.  edition  of  Radio 
Age  magazine,  as  well  as  Indi¬ 


anapolis  500  programs  from  the 
1930's  and  40’s.  The  polar  bear 
and  the  man  with  the  slicked 
back  hair  came  from  Radio  Age. 
while  the  checker  flag  and  auto¬ 
mobile  were  cut-out  from  vintage 
Indy  500  programs.  I  found  these 
delicious  Items  at  Brookston 
Antiques  In  Brookston,  Indiana. 
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
